A young Virginian, he left bis home at au early 
age, and joined the 4th Kentucky. He lost a leg 
at the batile of Shiloh, was taken prisoner, and 
brought to this city, where he died in three or 
four weeks. It was reported that, through mor- 
tiocatlon and chugrih over the ioss of his limb, 
he refused all sustenance, uniil he iiterally died 
of starvation.,

The Affair of the Street Railways. 

The Presidents and Superintendents of 
the various street railways of the city held 
a meeting at the office of Mayor Baxter 
yesterday for the purpose of considering 
the question as to whether the negroes 
shall be admitted to the street cafs upon 
After 
considering the matter in its every shape, 
they came to the only rational conclusion 
at which it was possible to arrive under the 
circumstances, and decided that they must, 
par necessiiate, permit any and everybody 
to occupy a seat in the cars, without re- 
gard to race or color or previous condition 
of servitude.” The Constitution of the 
United States,as amended by the party in 
power, so provides, the United States Dis- 
trict Court here has so decided, and there 
was no help for it. The Lada poet 
tells us that the gods themselves 
do not fight against the inevitable. 
Under the laws as they exist the negro is 
clearly entitled to all the street-car priv- 
ileges that the white man enjoys, and as 
he is backed in the assertion of those 
rights by thebayonets of the Government, 
it were worse than useless for the city of 
Lou er its railway companies to meet 
the issue in any other way than that of 
compromise and conciliation. 

There is no doubt that the negroes who 
have created the disturbances within the 
last few days were iustigated by men 
whose sole aim was to create a conflict 
between the two races, and thus add to 
the capital of the party to which they be- 
long. In this they have happily failed. 
Louisville cannot afford to provoke the 
merciless wrath of the newly-enacted 
Kuklux law. It 1s our highest political 
interest to postpone as long as possible the 
day when the writ of habeas corpus shall 
be suspended here by the absolute power 
which reigns at Washington, and when a 
hedge of bayonets shall confront us at 
every turn. Hence, the Mayor acted 
wisely in calling together the officers of 
the street railway cOmpanies in order that 
the question at issue between them and 
the negroes might be settled at once. It wasa 
question with which the Mayor had nothing 
practically todo. It is his duty to see that 
the laws of the city are properly executed, 
and that the peace and quiet of the city 
are preserved; but this street-car question 
was amatter in which he had no author- 
ity to interfere, further than to see that it 
should involve no disturbance of the peace 
—no violation of the city laws. His action 
in the premises, as well as that of the rail- 
way companies, is to be commended. 

Within the last few years this same 
question has been sprung in several other 
cities, and it has almost invariably been 
settled as it has been settled here, and the 
result bas in every instance been more sat- 
istactory tothe white people than they

SWINBURNE, 


Something More Favorable ot ‘‘ Ailger- 
nou Charles.“ 
[Heward Giyndon in New York Mul.] 

A wide circulation has been given toa 
paragraph in a recent numberof the 
Golden Age, in which certain gross ec- 
centricities are charged upon Algernon 
Charles Swinburne, an English poet of the 
period; which, it is noticeable, however, 
are allderived at seco „and seem 
to have nothing to support them but mere 
assertion. ; 

So very little is known in this country 
about Swinburne—except that with a rare 
command of language he displays in 
print some very pagan propensities—that 
any personal pete about him is eagerly 
caught up and speedily disseminated. 

I happen to know that he 1s the son of 
an English gentleman (an ex-Admiral in 
the British navy, now living in retire- 
ment), of a good old family, and with 
such very rigid notions about right and 
wrong that be has bamished young Al- 
gernon Charles from his house and 
presence, and father and son are now 20 
more than strangers to each other, all on 
account of the strange bias towards 
sensuality so early apparent in the 
published writings of the son. I believe 


his owa, and is not beholden altogether 
on his literary endeavors. He u a very 
young man, of exceedingly sensitive 
temperament and constitutionally deli< 
cate. His health is miserable. He is 
small, pale and slender; with a great 
head, entirely disproportioned to his 


size. 

Those whe know him best bear testi- 
mony that his personal life is in direct 
and practical opposition to all the suppo- 
sitions sensualism of his early poems. 
He is almost an ascetic in his habits of 
living, and I know that until two years 
ago, since which I have had no reliable 
information about him, no suck scandalous 
stories of his uncouth behavior in sompany 
and the deplorable effect of a slight 
stimulant upon his nerves were even so 
much as d ed of in London circles. 
His reputation was that of a quiet, modest 
and retiring young man, accustomed to 
all the refinement of good society and 
subservient to all, even of its smallest 
usuages. 

Allthis, Iam aware, is not the slightest 
excuse for his literary sins against mo- 
rality— I havn't the wish to make any for 
him. It is entirely consistent with human 
nature, in some of its rarer p 8, t 
the most sensual of theorists should be 
the chastest of men. Isay what I said 
when these facts concerning Swinburne's 
private life were pointed out to me, that 
mental debauchery indulged by a writer 
of his talents, is a thousand-fold more 
disastrous in its effects—if his works be 
pular— than the most excessive personal 
ewdness ever could be, and that the 
continence of his life would not atone for 
one iota of the mischief which might be 
done by his writings. But I think the 
moral harm of Swinburne’s earlier 
poems has been greatly over-rated. His 
style is so peculiar as a rule, so involved 
and complicated, that the common run ot 
readers have a distaste for his verses, and 
simply pronounce them incomprehensible. 
Those who have a taste for grossness in 
literature are not the ones to burro# 
beneath a mass of erudite language to fish 
it up. Their minds are not thus consti- 
tuted. Ou the other hand, those who are 
on a level with him mentally are not the 
ones to be harmed by free metaphors or 
voluptuous allusion. Any one capable of 
and disposed to do Swinburne the slightest 
justice will own that in spite of all such 
disfigurements as thosef I have alluded to 
there is real genius in his works and 
plenty of originality, quite aside from 
these painful drawbacks. A great deal 
of whatis wrong in him must be ascribed 
toa perverted mental and bodily condi- 
tion, which it is to be hoped he will yet 
outgrow. As to what he has shown him- 
self ao far, we haven't any right to throw 
stones at him for letting us see his worst 
side at the beginning, since it is our worst 
side too; seeing that he is, in his works, a 
living incarnation of one phase of the 
skepticism and the over-civilization of 
this nineteenth century in which we live.

Many em- 
ment cliigens have siguified their intention to 
abide by the new arrangement, which has been 
adopted to prevent riot and bloodshed, and mi- 
itary interference. It is really the only pacific 
course, and the Only alternative left to the offi- 
cers Of the roads. The prejudices of the com- 
muosity are averse to the new order of things, 
but the law is plain and cannot be set aside, 
Thus the matter is settled for the present, per- 
haps permanently. There are only a few ne- 
gtoes wo are willing to make themselves ob- 
noxicus by entering the cars. The great ma- 
jorits will continue to stand on the platform, as 
bas been their custom beretofore.

Complaints were made by tbe officers 
of the boat to Mr. Charles Kremer, the wharf 
master, WhO immediately went down and or- 
dered the drivers to remove their teams. None 
of them, however, seemed disposed to obey the 
oroer. Mr. Kremer then took bold of the horses 
attacbed to some Of the drays, and made the at- 
tempt to remove them $0 as tO give logress and 
egress to the boat. This procedure did not 30 
well with a big black buck negro by the name of 
Oakly .who immediately commenced aocusing Mr. 
K., informing him that no u- d d—d white man 
should touch bis team, at the same time snatch- 
ing a walking-cane which Mr. K. had in his 
band. Mr. K. then picked up a porter bottle to 
strike Oakly, but upon reflection, knowing that 
it might lead to a riot, desisted. There were at 
least fifty negroes On the levee at the time, all 0: 
whom seemed to be very much excited, and a 
riot at One time seemed imminent, so much 80 
that a messenger was dispatched to the Mayor’s 
office to request him to send a bosse of police- 
men to disperse the crowd, but before they ar- 
rived the crowd had dispersed, and here the 

matter ended.
